T h e leading idea o f the .Vmerican policy is freoilom. 
Other nations have forms o f government inteinled and 
suited solely to secure the interests o f the ruling classes. 
Here, for the first time in the history of the world, a 
written constitution was adopted, cstablishin;i a govern­ 
ment for the security o f the rights and liberties o f (he 
whole people. 
'I'hii is the first true sociai compact, if 
any suc.h compact ho in existence, and it should be con­ 
strued in the spirit in which it was made. 
Other cou- 
atitutions have been compacts o f aristocracies, parcel­ 
ling out among themselves their prerogative to jdunder 
and oppress; compacts to take all that could be wrested 
from the producer, and to guard against his resistance. 
Ours is a compact which protects whatever w e have, o r 
may require, and provides for mutual defence against 
any invasion of the rights o f a citizen. 
A nd ihi.s is all 
that it aims to accomplish, ail that any government can 
accomplish for the benefit o f the people, and more than 
any other ever yet did efieet, for in aiming at otht-r and 
unattuinaldo ends, every government, except, let us 
hope, our ow n, has failed partially, o f fulfilling what 
ought to be its legitimate purpose, and has visited its 
nnhappy subjects with miserable evils, instead o f the 
blessings which it promised. 
T here is no departure from the proper sphere o f gov­ 
ernment which has been more fruitful in misery than 
the attempt to sit in judgment on the henrls and con­ 
sciences o f men, and to measure out punishments ac­ 
cording to the supposed degrees of moral guilt, instèa J 
o f punishing merely to protect. 
It is to this attempt, 
which as-surnes to visit upon secret and unascerlainahle 
motives that vengeance which i.s the prerogative o f the 
Omniscient Judge, which assumes also that iiifallihilily 
which is equally beyond the province o f man, that wo 
ow e the fires of the Inijuisition, the massacres o f St. 
Bartholomews, and all the persecutions for heresy in 
which the various sects mutually sacrificed each other 
in hecatombs, with such fatal readiness and zeal, that, 
for ages, Christendom appeared “ one vast scalfoldi 
covered with executioners and victims, and surrounded 
by judges, guards and spectators.” 
It is to the same 
attempt, alw ays vain and impotent for its intent, though 
80 horrible in its consequences, that w e ow e all the 
«anguinary and inhuman penalties which have hereto­ 
fore disgraced the criminal codes o f our own and other 
nations, us well as those which remain to be abolished 
by the refined humanity o f the present age. 
Society 
siiould at length cease to be vindictive. 
In fixing the 
punishment, w e should weigh, not the ill desert o f the 
criiiiinul, which can in no case be 
truly and exactly 
kn ow n , and which if known would vary almost infin­ 
itely in crimes o f the same tegal description, but the 
melancholy necessity o f painful precautions again.st the 
moral maniac who endangers our safety. 
But our prejudices upon this subject are only a por­ 
tion of that great inheritance o f error which has been 
handed down to u.s from the feudal system, and from 
systems, more arbitrary than 
feudality, which pre­ 
ceded it. 
T hese prejudices originated centuries hack, 
when darkness covered the earth, and gross darkness 
the people; and they ought to have vanished long ago, 
dissipated by the healing beams o f Christianity and 
truth. 
T h e y have lingered however beyond their time, 
till the full blaze o f light has burst upon them, and is 
dispelling them, as the sun dissolves the last wreath o f 
mist from the river. 


W hen the favored few governed for their own exclu­ 
sive advantage the subject m any, whom they iield to be 
created out o f a difiereiit clay, tiiey naturally 
made 
their ow n opinions, 
comfort, and interest the solo 
standard o f right and 
wrong. 
Possessing such un­ 
bounded power, they would have been virtuous beyond 
huinuti virtue, if tln^y had not signally abii.sed it. 
.Ac­ 
cordingly w e find that they sported in perfect wanton- 
ness with both the liberties and lives of the people. 
Xo 
wonder that vulgar liio was cheap, when the noble 
could impose laws upon vassals and villains, when he 
could be tried only by his peers, and when there wa.s 
htne sympathy between the ruling and the .sutîerim» 
classes. 
'I'he game laws are only one o f the conse­ 
quences to be expecteil from such a state of tliiiKM. ¡ ,,t 


1 here was a titm*, we are told, when by the la w “o f 
i^ngland the hilling of u man was jxMiiiittecl to f*e ex- 
piated by the payment o f a fine, while the killing o f a 
wild boar, by one not f|ualified to hunt was punishable 
with death. 
It happened then, so the anecdote has 
come down to us, that a man charged with killing a 
wild hoar, and put on trial for his life, jdead in his de­ 
fence that ho did it by mistake, 
for that he really 
thought the beast was only a man. 
ft was from times 
when the conquereis, who held in military subjection 
the peojile they had overrun, thus sacrificed life to their 
own pleasttres or caprices, that its cheap e.stimatu came 
down to a later stage o f society, when the monied aris­ 
tocracy wasted it a.s lavishly and unscrupulously for the 
protection o f property from even slight aggressions, as 
ever the iron clad haroi.s il at preceded them h id for the 
protection o f their [invileges. 
I he humanity o f our «lay has mado the laws, 
for 
tlie most part in 
most 
countries, inoperative, where 
they have not been repealed ; but it is ditlicult to di­ 
vest us so far ot tho impressions they have left behind 
them, as to see the 
punishment of death in its true 
light, a mere remri.mt o f feudal barbarity. 
W e are 
apt to 
think, so great is the reform already made in 
this respect, that we have gone 
far enough ; and our 
conservatives 
cling to the surviving instances o f this 
abuse, wilh us ardent an attachment as the crown la w ­ 
yers, m more countries than one, did to the practice 
o f torture, when philanthropy and philosophy wa-»ed 
u successful warfare against that characteristic vesfn'e 
o f the wisdom o f aiilujuiiy. 
'I’his claim o f right, h o w ­ 
ever, to put to death, implies the aristocratic conlemijt 
lor mere naked humaiiiiy, which once was universally 
prevalent ihrungh the law-making classes. 
W hen the 
Iceling is entirely extinct, we may hope that the claim 
itself will he ahandoacd. 
It has no 
place in a social 
compact, founded in principles o f equality. 
T h ere remains one ground on which this 
right Is 
«onietmies rested— the right o f self-defence. 
Hut this 
c innol give the right to put to death, legt he might pos­ 
sibly repeat the crime, one who has once comniilted a 
murder ; and in no other case than murder does tho ar­ 
gument «p()ly. 
You cannot defend the victim o f the 
« lime, foi he is 
gone already. 
T o put to death the 
< iimnal, because you have strong reasons to suspect he 


j might he guilty o f the s irne ofTcnro again under wimil ir 
i circumstances, would he 
to puni.sh 
not a crime, nor 
' even the int»>ntimi to commit it, but a suspected 
li ileb- 
j ty to lull under future tempt ition, which may or may 


J not »«sail him, and which he may be elleclually pio- 
j eluded from, ifsoejiity so will.s. 
.No man lias agri'ed 
: 
lur the {uirpose of self-defence, society may seize 
j him and pul him to death, to prevent others from fiil- 


j lowing hi.s example, or to prevent him iVom rep ..iliitg 
it ; neither is tliis ground o f self «lefencc sincerely 
be- 
lievad to be sound by the community, or any considera­ 
ble portion o f it, for if it were, w es hould execute the 
nionornaniac, who evinces a disposition to kill, je t tho 
propo.sition to do so would he rejected with unaniinous 
indignation, even after he had committed 
more than 
one murder. 
Hut it is more necessary to defend our- 
selves !igain.«^t such a man, inaccessible to the ordinary * 
motives o f hope and fear, the avetiue.s o f vvho.se heart 
are closed against the approaches o f repentance, than ' 
against any other murderer. 
Vet w e do not hang tho ‘ 
maniac. 
Some other feeling then must actuate us, oth­ 
er than the desire o f selt-defence, when we consign the ! 
murderer to the gallows. 
Indeed how can it he pretended that death is a neces- 
sary measure o f self defence, when w e have prisons 
from which escape is barely possible, and when tenfold 
more of the most dangerous criminals now go w-holly 
unpunished from the repugnance o f witnes.ses, jurors, 
judges, Executive magistrates, and tlio piihlie, at capi* 
tal [luiiishnients, than coul I ever make their w ay from 
prisons such and so guarded as the [uactical scierico o f 
the present day can construct for their safe keeping.— 
However it might be in a state o f imperfect civilization 
among us, the right o f self defence fui iiHhes 
no foun­ 
dation whatever, much less any solid basis, upon which 
to eslahlish the right to take aw ay life. 
| 
Let it not be said that 
these 
are mere theoretical ^ 
speculations o f no practical importance, for that wheth­ 
er the right he or he not clearly mado out 
by abstract 
rea.snniiig, we might safely trust our lives to the wisdom 
and the mercy o f society. 
T hat our fellows would feel 
the responsibility under which they must act, and would 
take aw ay tho life which was placed ut their disposal 
only under the pressure o f the most urgent necessity : 
that therefore it may be fairly presumed, without much 
evidence, that in entering into the social compact* wo 
gave the power o f life and death to the body politic.— 
All history contradicts this too flattering view ofliu - 
maii nature. 
I’ow er is to ambition what wealth is to 
avarice. 
Instead o f s.itisfying the desire, it creates an 
insatiable craving for more. 
T h e disposition o f (rower 
to arrogate to itself more power has been exemplified in 
the career o f every government since the world begun. 
'I’bis naturally becomes the guiding and the governing 
principle o f those in whose hands power is lodged. 
O p ­ 
position to this tendency in our own institutions is the 
criterion and tho substance o f Democracy. 
G overn ­ 
ments, 
however 
wisely 
framed 
and balanced, will 
strengthen themselves lill they are loo strong for liber­ 
ty, unless they have much virtue within, and firm and 
constant checks from without. 
W ithout these restraints 
power pursues the law of nature. 
In its course it swells 
and grows like a snowball, till it accumulates to the 
magnitude and moves with tho ponderous moinentuiii 
o f an avalanche.
